Oversized Containers 
No Longer Accepted 


Waste Management, the con- 
tracted waste hauler for the City of 
Romulus, is working with City offi- 
cials to educate residents on why 


"Bruisers are back-busters". Bruis- 


ers—44-gallon rubbish containers 
with wheels —have become popu- 
lar in many households because 
of the ease with which they can be 
rolled to the curb on collection day. 
Unfortunately, their bulky size and 
weight present a physical chal- 
lenge to waste collectors, who lift 
anywhere from 1,000 to 1,500 
containers per day. 

"Our workers probably have 
one of the highest incidences of 
back injuses because of the na- 
ture of their work, so anything that 
makes the problem worse, we want 
to address,” said Tom Horton, 
Municipal Marketing Manager for 
the waste company.

The 
business has grown to six lumber- 
yards, two kitchen-and-bath centers, 
and numerous other programs serv- 
ing homeowners and business, ada- 
ing to its ties with the community.” 

Executive Director Friedrich told 
her luncheon audience that Habitat 
for Humanity is a nonprofit, faith- 
based organization that has worked 
for 25 years to provide what may be 
the most basic of human needs: shel- 
ter.

Chris Smith, Computer Technology 
Consultant forthe Romulus Community 
Schools, has designed an exciting pro- 
cess forhelping Romulus teachers adapt 
to their new Microsoft Office software, 
which includes Microsoft Word, Excel, 
Access, Publisher, and Powerpoint.
